of Henry VII reward the ‘look-out’ on John Cabot’s ship who 

first spied that part of the North American Continent that is 
now called the Atlantic Provinces. Over the centuries there has been 
aclose and continuing economic link between this part of Canada and 
Britain, and although in recent years the eyes of British manufacturers 
and industrialists may have turned to the more glittering prizes of 
Ontario and British Columbia, the remarkable revival of economic 
activity in this part of Canada in the past few years demands a renewed 
‘look-out.’ 

The old term ‘Maritime Provinces,’ includes Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward Island, but since Newfoundland’s 
entrance into Canada in 1949 the four provinces have become known 
as the ‘Atlantic Provinces.’ This area depends mainly on its primary 
resources. The principal economic activities are forest products (includ- 
ing pulp and paper), farming, mining, and fishing. Secondary manu- 
facturing plays a smaller but increasing part. The largest manufacturing 
group in the areais the Dominion Steel & Coal Company, now part of 
the Hawker Siddeley Organization. In addition to its mines in Cape 
Breton which produce some 30 per cent. of Canada’s coal, DOSCO oper- 
ates a million-ton steel plant at Sydney, and a wide range of steel using 
industries in Nova Scotia including shipyards at Halifax, and a railway 
car and axle works at Trenton. ‘T'wo other im- 
portant contributors to the economic life of the 
region are first the concentration of Service 
establishments, both Canadian and United 
States (the United States bases in Newfound- 
land contribute over $40 million a year to the 
island’s economy), and secondly the rapidly 
growing tourist industry, which year by year 
attracts more visitors from Central Canada and 
from the United States and which is now of the 
order of $100 million a year. 


This region did not participate in the great 
post-war Canadian boom. There was no large 
immigration, no spectacular investment and 
no dramatic discoveries of oil or uranium. 
However it weathered the economic storm of 
1957/58 much better than some of the more 
prosperous areas of Canada and at the moment 
the future of the Atlantic Provinces is bright. 


There have been two principal factors in this 
resurgence. ‘The first is a remarkable construc- 
tion boom. The total of construction contract 
awards reported to Builders’ Exchanges rose 
from $150 million in 1957 to $291 million in 
1958, and the total value of all construction in 
1958 was well over $500 million. This has been 
partly for industrial development centred on 
the Irving interests (oil refinery, pulp mill, 
etc.) in the Saint John area, but over the rest of 
the region it has been spread over a wide range 
of ‘institutional’ building — power stations, 
hospitals, hotels, schools, army camps, airfields 
and dockyards. The second, and perhaps for 
the long run the most important, change 
has been a new spirit of economic independence 
based on the theme that the Atlantic Provinces 
can supply more of their own needs and 
make better use of the ample resources with 
which nature has endowed them. An example 4 
of this new attitude has been the creation

of the Atlantic Provinces Economic Council, an organization of local 
business and other interests which since its establishment in 1954, 
has done much to create a new climate of opinion within the region 
and has helped to organize displays of local industrial and agricultural 
products, to carry out economic research projects and more recently 
has pointed the way for Atlantic businessmen to participate in the 
opportunities now available for doing business in the Canadian North. 


Expansion of Primary Industries 


Future developments in the region seem likely to take the form 
firstly of an expansion of the primary industries with particular 
emphasis on forest products and mining. This year two new pulp 
mills are under construction in Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, 
while a newsprint mill is mooted for the Saint John area. In New- 
foundland the vast iron ore deposits in the Lake Wabush area of 
Labrador are now being developed while copper and asbestos are 
being exploited on the island itself. In Northern New Brunswick 
there are proven deposits of lead and zinc of the order of 150 million 
tons on which considerable exploratory work has been done but 
exploitation of these resources must await a favourable trend in world 
metal markets. Other minerals available in the area include uranium, 
manganese, and gypsum, while the Nova Scotia coal industry although

machinery can gather, shell and deep-freeze peas in as little as 


23 hours. 
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at present somewhat in the doldrums still plays a vital role in the 
economy of the area. Oil exploration continues but so far without 
SUCCESS. 


The fishing industry holds its own although the emphasis is now 
much more on frozen fish and on lobsters than on the traditional salt 
cod trade. Greater interest is also being shown in agriculture and the 
traditional cash crops of potatoes and apples are being balanced by 
beef, pork, poultry, and dairying. 


Construction Projects and Power Development 


The construction boom has been the major factor in the area’s 
prosperity in the last couple of years, and it will play a very important 
part over the next decade. In addition to the demand for industrial 
building and public works, there are two very large construction 
projects under consideration which if undertaken will make a con- 
siderable difference to employment in the region. These are the 
proposed nine-mile Causeway to link Prince Edward Island with the 
mainland, and the long-discussed Chignecto Canal to cut the narrow 
strip of land joining Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. Both would, 
of course, involve Federal finance on a very large scale. 

Over the past decade the principal power developments in the area 
have been thermal with the exception of one major hydro project 
(Beechwood in New Brunswick). In the three Maritime Provinces 
there probably remains only one large hydro site available, Wreck 
Cove in Nova Scotia, and in this region the emphasis will continue to 
be on thermal power. It is estimated that nearly 500,000 h.p. of new 
capacity will be needed in the next decade. In Labrador the British 
Newfoundland Corporation (BRINCO) have carried out considerable 
exploratory work on the Hamilton Falls project, where at least 
4,000,000 h.p. of hydro power is available. This is far from any 
possible market at present but if the current experiments on trans- 
mission of power over very long distances are successful, it may be 
possible to develop this site not only to supply the mining sites in 
Labrador but even for sale into the industrial areas of Quebec and 
Ontario. BRINCO are also studying a smaller hydro development at 
Baie d’Espoir in Newfoundland where some 350,000 h.p. can be 
used. Two other very interesting but at the moment rather visionary 
power projects under consideration are the Passamaquoddy ‘Tidal 
Project and the Cumberland-Shepody Tidal Project, both of which 
would depend on using the very high tides of the Bay of Fundy (up to 
50 ft.) to generate power. 


Over the years British manufacturers have done very well in this 
region, particularly in consumer goods, cars, electrical equipment, and 
mining equipment. Many old-established United Kingdom firms have 
long connections with the Atlantic Provinces which continue to 
flourish. But this may be the time to take a new look at the region to 
see that the opportunities are being exploited to the full. Firstly, it 
must be said that this is a difficult region to cover. There is a population 
of only 1-8 million scattered over nearly 200,000 sq. miles. ‘There are 
only three urban areas of more than 75,000 people (Halifax, N.5., 
Saint John, N.B., and St. John’s, Newfoundland). This emphasizes 
that British firms must make sure that adequate coverage 1s given to 
the area. It is impossible to lay down rules but in general it is essential 
that there should be an agent or representative in the region, or if it 
is covered from Montreal or Toronto that the agent there makes 
regular visits to the principal centres. In many cases it may be even 
necessary to sub-divide the territory further with perhaps one agent 
covering the Maritime Provinces and another Newfoundland, where 
special problems in selling arise. Newfoundland only entered Canada 
in 1949 and the full impact of North American selling methods has 
not yet been felt. Trade there is still carried on more on the tra- 
ditional lines with a number of agents based on St. John’s, who tour 
the island carrying everything from diesel engines to liquorice sticks. 
It is a very good market for many British goods not sold elsewhere in 
Canada and deserves particular attention in spite of the relatively 
small population. 


Hints for United Kingdom Exporters 


United Kingdom sales to this region cover such a wide range that 
it is difficult to pick out particular lines for further expansion. The 
following items would all seem to show room for improvement: 

(1) Contractors’ Plant: Here the current construction boom is 
causing considerable demand for all types of piant and the new 
developments in open cast type mining in Labrador and the possi- 
bilities in Northern New Brunswick should increase the demand. 
However it must be said that it is a costly business to sell plant of this 
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Atlantic Provinces (Continued) 


type satisfactorily in Canada. Running costs are so high that con- 
tractors cannot afford to have equipment lying idle and this means 
that spares must be available instantly. Until United Kingdom 
suppliers can offer services more quickly than their United States 
competitors (because it is necessary to overcome the initial suspicion 
that United Kingdom suppliers are slower) it will be difficult to exploit 
this market fully. 


(2) Builders’ Materials and Supplies: Here too the construction 
boom is creating an increased demand throughout the area. Again it 
is a highly competitive market with many well-established suppliers 
but there is always a market for a good product at the right price and 
there are a number of firms in the area able and willing to handle 
British goods. 


(3) Gift Items: The tourist traffic is becoming increasingly im- 
portant in the Atlantic Provinces. 'To meet this trend a large number 
of gift shops have grown up throughout the area to cater to the needs 
of visitors from the U.S.A. and Upper Canada. Already large quan- 
tities of British textiles, e.g. Harris tweed and good china are sold to 
United States visitors. There may however be more scope for 
developing particular giftware, especially that with a Scottish flavour 
to tie in with the emphasis given to the Scottish origins of many of 
the inhabitants of this area. 


(4) Confectionery: Many British manufacturers are already repre- 
sented in the region and do extremely well, but there is still a per- 
sistent demand for the cheaper lines of the confectionery trade 
especially cheap chocolate bars and ‘penny’ goods. 


The Atlantic Provinces should not be neglected by the British 
manufacturer anxious to develop his Canadian market. He has certain 
great advantages here, particularly that of all the year round shipping 
to ice-free ports, and the physical fact that the area is nearer the 
United Kingdom than to Western Canada. Frequently freight costs 
from the United Kingdom are lower than those of competitors from 
the Middle Western United States or from ‘Upper Canada,’ as the 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec are called in the Atlantic Provinces. 
The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner Office in Halifax will be 
very pleased to give any assistance it can to British manufacturers or 
exporters. The Atlantic Provinces have recently established an Agent- 
General’s Office in London at 60 Trafalgar Square, S.W.1 (Whitehall 
8717), and the Agent-General, Mr. Watson Jamer, will be very 
willing to help provide information about the area. It may be men- 
tioned that all the Atlantic Provinces are anxious to attract industrial 
development and most of the Provincial Governments have active 
schemes for promoting new industries with substantial financial help 
in the early stages. Several firms from Europe, including one or two 
from Britain, have established in the area in recent months. 


This is not an easy market. It has all the problems of selling in the 
rest of Canada with some special ones of its own but all the signs are 
that it will expand considerably over the next few years and the 
rewards to the modern Merchant Adventurer may be much greater 
than the £10 given to that unknown sailor 450 years ago. 





World Food Production Up 


WORLD agricultural production in 1958/59 was up by 4 per cent. 
over each of the two preceding seasons according to the annual 
report on “The State of Food and Agriculture,’ published by the Food 
and Agriculture Organization which says that this renewed increase 
followed a pause in the growth of production last year. The world’s 
population, the report notes, is increasing by about 1-6 per cent. every 
year. 

The annual FAO report is based on data available at June 30 this 
year. It includes estimates for the Eastern European countries and the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, and contains information on 
Mainland China. Although the world picture as a whole shows a 
satisfactory increase in agricultural production, the report shows 
clearly that in some countries and areas the production/population 
tfelationship 1emains unsatisfactory. It also shows that the increase in 
food production does not necessarily mean that more food is eaten per 
person, because of the continued accumulation of surplus stocks in 
some countries, nor that the buying power of people in less-developed 
areas has increased.

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Overseas Investment Inquiry 


IT HAS BEEN felt for some time that better information was 
needed about the growth in investment overseas by British companies, 
of the change in investment in the United Kingdom by overseas 
interests and of the income flows to which these investments give 
rise. For the United Kingdom, standing at the centre of an inter- 
national trading and currency system, reliable estimates of the balance 
of payments, in which the figures of overseas investment are a 
significant element, are of prime importance. 

As long ago as August 1956, a Government statement drew attention 
to the need for better balance of payments estimates, particularly in 
respect of capital movements. In April 1959, in answer to a question 
in the House, it was announced by the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
that an inquiry would be instituted by the Board of Trade with the 
advice of the Bank of England, into overseas investment by British 
companies, the investment here by overseas companies and the 
interest, profits and dividends arising. The Radcliffe Committee, 
which was set up in May 1957 to ‘inquire into the working of the 
monetary and credit system’, has welcomed the Government’s pro- 
posals in its report. 

After a careful review of the statistics already available to the Govern- 
ment, it was decided that only by a direct approach to companies 
could the necessary information be obtained in the form and time 
required. Letters were despatched by the Board of Trade to companies 
during the first days of October. 

_'The inquiry is confined to direct investments and the income which 
they generate and is not intended to cover companies’ portfolio 
holdings. It will cover transactions on both current and capital 
account between a United Kingdom company and its branches or 
subsidiaries overseas and transactions between a United Kingdom 
company and its overseas ‘associates,’ the criterion of the latter being 
that the shares of the overseas company should be held by the United 
Kingdom company as a trade investment and that the holding should 
be a continuing one as distinct from holdings of marketable securities 
of a portfolio character. Conversely, the inquiry will cover investments 
in United Kingdom branches and subsidiaries by overseas parent 
companies, and the interest, profits and dividends to which they give 
rise, as well as the corresponding transactions relating to those United 
Kingdom companies which may be regarded as ‘associates’ of overseas 
companies in the sense defined above. 

In the first instance the inquiry will relate to the year 1958; it is 
intended to take subsequent surveys quarterly from a sample of 
companies. 

Care has been taken in building up the register of firms not only 
to be comprehensive but also to approach only those companies 
thought to be within the scope of the inquiry. This presented con- 
siderable difficulty and an apology is extended to any companies 
who are approached in error; their co-operation in returning the 
forms — clearly marked ni/ — would, however, be appreciated. 

Companies may be assured that any information provided will 
be treated in confidence. The Board of Trade regard this as of the 
utmost importance and emphasize that not only will the information 
be treated as strictly confidential, but that access to the individual 
returns will be confined to the staff actually employed on collecting 
and collating the statistics. Information about individual companies 
will not be disclosed to anyone outside this small group of officials. 


B.O.T. Help in Petroleum Equipment Order 


from Mexico 


THANKS to the President (Sir David Eccles) and Board of Trade 
staff for their assistance in negotiations which have already brought 
a substantial order for equipment from Mexico were voiced by 
Mr. G. A. Thorne (Chairman) at the annual dinner of the Council of 
British Manufacturers of Petroleum Equipment in London on 
October 1. 

Mr. Thorne recalled that after Sir David had visited Mexico late 
in 1957 he advised the Council that there was a considerable amount 
of business to be obtained. After discussion the Council formed a 
totally-owned subsidiary—the British Oil Equipment Credits — 
which had already signed an agreement for £34 million with PEMEX, 
the Mexican Petroleum Company. 

“We understand that this project alone may be increased to £7 mil- 
lion, and we have heard of another large project in Latin America 
where, too, the Credits Company may be able to assist. We have also 
projects under consideration in other parts of the world,’ Mr. Thorne 
added. 
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American Firm’s Success in Northern Ireland

Berkshire Knitting have expanded this factory four times. Located at Newtownards, Co. Down, Northern Ireland, it is one of the most 
modern of its type in the British Isles. lt operates with a 100 per cent. Ulster management and labour force and is completely self-sufficient 
of the U.S. parent corporation. Since 1951 it has grown from 70,000 sq. ft. and 320 workers to 120,000 sq. ft. and over 750 workers. The 
Northern ireland Government have built the company a second factory of 18,000 sq. ft. nearby at Dundonald. 


HE DAY THAT we decided to start our first foreign mill in 

Northern Ireland was a lucky day for us. Since that time we 

have started hosiery mills in eight other countries and we have 
long since learned that doing business abroad can be a very aggravating 
as well as a very gratifying experience. 

We feel that Northern Ireland was a good place for us to get 
started because we did not, at the beginning, realize how much 
foreign operation is involved with government. We have found some 
governments quite expert at putting difficulties in the way of a 
foreign manufacturer who intends to set up a mill, and at the other 
extreme we found the government of Northern Ireland which has at 
all times gone out of its way to help us solve our problems. This 
is not to say that everything was cheerful and rosy right from the 
start, because we had our share of discouraging moments, but both 
at the Board of Trade in London and in the offices of the Government 
of Northern Ireland we always had the feeling of friendly assistance. 
We can now say without any hesitation that our experience in Northern 
Ireland has convinced us that there are few places where a manu- 
facturer can build a factory on foreign soil with such complete 
assurance of local co-operation. 


When we reached the decision to go ahead in 1948 we and our 
Scottish associates proceeded with caution, building a relatively 
small factory of 70,000 square feet floor area with an employment 
target of 320 by 1951. At that time, 11 years ago, nylon yarn supplies 
depended on export performance, so at first exports absorbed the 
bulk of production. But we had our eye on the valuable United King- 
dom market and knew that the ultimate success of the venture would 
depend on winning a sizeable share of it. Ability to export to markets 
which were short of dollars was not in itself an adequate long term 
attraction, although the factory still exports a satisfactory amount. 
The nature of our entry into manufacturing in the United Kingdom, 
a form of partnership with the Donaldson Textiles group in Scotland, 
placed us, we knew, in a good position to market our branded products 
in Britain when conditions became normal, through Donbros channels 
and with the advantage of their knowledge of the market and their 
connections. 


Recruiting Labour 


While the first factory was being built on a former hill farm near 
Newtownards, looking over the swift waters of Strangford Lough, 
we recruited key personnel for training at our parent works in Reading, 


Berks County, Pennsylvania. They, in turn, trained others in a tempor- 
ary plant set up in rented premises in Newtownards. The new factory, 
like the extensions that have been added since, were not built by the 
Government but with our own money and they belong to us, but we 
have, of course, through the years taken full advantage of the pro- 
visions of the Northern Ireland Government’s aid towards the capital 
cost of industrial premises and machinery, and their fuel and power 
subsidies. We have also become tenants in recent months of an 
additional factory they built for us at Dundonald and which we hold 
at a low rental with an option to buy. 


It was Berkshire’s desire from the first to minimize the executive 
and administrative responsibility of the parent company by holding 
a complete Ulster organization — administration, technical direction, 
production and selling should all be carried out by Ulstermen. That 
has proved possible. "Today, Berkshire Knitting (Ulster) Ltd. is 
manned almost entirely by Northern Ireland men from the managing 
director down. So far as I know, there is only one American in the 
concern, a technician who went there from our Reading works as part 
of a routine round of overseas factories and liked the country so much 
he married and settled in County Down. Now he manages the Dun- 
donald plant. 


Members of the Northern Ireland staff still come to America 
frequently — we find these two-way contacts mutually stimulating 
and they form part of our international policy — but there is a training 
school at Newtownards now, which has indeed been useful to us in 
training people for some of our other factories, and we regard the 
Ulster company as making virtually no demands upon the parent 
organization. 


Factory Expansion 


It is widely known that there is plenty of labour in Northern Ireland 
and that it is of good quality. People are adaptable, quick to learn new 
skills and stable. Instruction is an expensive process but it has to be 
carried out in any trade which depends, as does the stocking manu- 
facture, on mechanical knowledge and manual dexterity. The low 
turnover of labour at Newtownards saves us money by keeping down 
the numbers being trained at any one time. The other qualities | 
have mentioned — quickness and adaptability — help to limit the train- 
ing time and with the fact that Ulster labour can achieve a high degree 
of skill ensure that a good level of productivity can be maintained.

Warp Knitters Ltd. 

To enable Warp Knitters Ltd. to meet urgent demands for its 
products, the Ministry of Commerce is to double the size of its 
factory at Lurgan, Co. Armagh, by building a 30,000 sq. ft. extension. 
Warp Knitters Ltd. started to knit light weight lingerie fabrics — a 
quicker process than weaving-in Lurgan in 1947, employing 74 
workers. This venture was so successful that in 1952 the company’s 
making-up unit in Westbury, Wiltshire, was transferred to Lurgan. 
300 workers were then employed. When the extension is in full pro- 
duction, employment will be provided for an additional 300 workers. 
Ulster Laces Ltd. 

The Government-built factory of Ulster Laces Ltd., Portadown, 
Co. Armagh, will be more than doubled in size when a 30,000 sa. ft. 
extension has been built. The firm commenced production of laces 
and embroideries for the garment industries in 1939 when 25 workers 
were employed. To-day, Ulster Laces Ltd. occupy three factories 
equipped with the most up-to-date machinery and have made Porta- 
down one of the leading centres for modern lace. When the extension 
is in production the firm will employ over 600 workers. 


Cyril Lord (Carpets) Ltd. 

The Ministry of Commerce has also agreed to double the size of 
the 88,700 sq. ft. factory it built for Cyril Lord (Carpets) Ltd. at 
Donaghadee in 1957. The factory produces tufted carpets and when 
in full production will employ over 600 workers. Earlier this year 
the Government agreed to allocate a 73,000 sq. ft. advance factory 
at Carnmoney, near Belfast, to Cyril Lord (Carpets) Ltd. and, although 
the building is not completely finished, production has already begun 
under temporary conditions. When the factories at Carnmoney and 
Donaghadee are in full production they will provide employment 
for over 1,000 workers. . 

Tir-oen Ltd. 

To help Tir-oen Ltd., a subsidiary of Moygashel Ltd., to meet the 
demand for their branded ladies’ and men’s outerwear, the Ministry 
of Commerce has agreed to extend its factories in Belfast and Dungan- 
non, Co. Tyrone. The 20,600 sq. ft. factory on the Broadway Govern- 
ment Estate in Belfast is to be extended by 16,000 sq. ft. One of the 
Dungannon factories is to be enlarged by 38,000 sq. ft.

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Goods Worth {7m. at Watch and Jewellery Fair 


THE INTERNATIONAL Watch and Jewellery Trade Fair, sponsored 
by the National Association of Goldsmiths, annually attracts thousand 
of buyers from all over the world. At the Fifth Fair, held from 
September 28 to October 8 at the Royal Albert Hall, London 
exhibitors from Australia, South Africa, Japan, Brazil, and almos 
every European country as well as Great Britain, showed goods valued 
at more than £7,000,000. 

Twenty years ago it was impossible to buy a British-made wate 
(other than an antique) and practically all domestic clocks wer 
imported. Today the British Horological Industry not only supplia 
every type of clock for the home market, but also is finding a growing 
though competitive, market overseas; the largest British manufacturer, 
Smiths, now export to over 100 countries. The biggest single exhibit 
at this year’s Fair, staged by the British firm of watch and clock 
distributors, Tucker Nunn and Grimshaw, Ltd., showed a range of 
more than 350 types of clocks that included Grandfathers, Chiming 
and Striking clocks, wall clocks, both for industry and the home, 
alarm clocks and a wide variety of travel clocks. Many are supplied 
with either an 8-day or 30-hour movement, and a number of the 
8-day clocks are fitted with the Floating Balance Escapement, which 
provides greater accuracy than the conventional pendulum movement. 
A large selection of clocks shown at the Albert Hall were powered 
by electric synchronous motors, which are becoming increasingly 
popular in modern homes. Novelties included battery clocks that run 
for a whole year on a small 8d. battery, electronic models which wil 
work for 10 years without stopping, and a leatherbound clock which 
is driven by light. Kitchen attraction is a battery-driven clock com- 
bined with an alarm timer for cooking. 


Centre-pieces of this year’s collection were the fabulous Longine 
£40,000 diamond and platinum bracelet watch that contains 4 
stones, and the £9,000 Rolex ‘Ice Flower’ watch which recently won 
the ‘Prix de la Ville’ at Geneva. An 18-carat gold watch by Vacheron, 
no thicker than a half-crown piece, took pride of place on the stand 
of Elco Watchers Ltd., of Hatton Garden. This watch, which retails 
at about £500 is claimed to be the slimmest waterproof watch in the 
world. The ‘slim line’, however, is not confined to the more expensive 
models. Juvenia (Hatton Garden Jewellery Co. Ltd.) are showing an 
even thinner automatic 9-carat watch that will retail at a moderate 
£50-£60. For less expensive tastes there was an excellent display of 
British watches ranging in price from as little as £1 6s. 9d. to solid 
gold 19 jewel wrist watches priced at £63 10s. Od. 


New attractions for men included rolled gold pocket watches, 
complete with calendar, in hexagonal and rectangular shapes; parking 
meter watches and key-rings that give an alarm signal when parking 
time is up; and a clock-lighter designed for the business man’s desk 
that also has an alarm to remind him of appointments, which retails 
at £8 16s. Another innovation is a watch with press-button regulator 
on its side that can be regulated to gain or lose per day by adjusting 
in steps of 5 seconds. Colibri of London, showed a new Monoga 
lighter, claimed to be the world’s smallest and not much larger than 
a packet of book matches, that has a fuel capacity for many week's 
use. This lighter, designed by Norman Hartnell, is priced at 85 gns., 
but other Monogas lighters by the same firm retail from 68s. 6d., 
with refills at 4s. 6d. 


Mention must also be made of the displays of silver and silver 
plated table-ware and cutlery, shown by several British firms, notably 
Anstey and Wilson Ltd., Adie Brothers Ltd., John Chatterly and 
Sons Ltd., and Edward Jones Ltd., all of Birmingham, and Ensee

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First International Caravan Exhibition 


MANUFACTURERS OF CARAVANS whose products were first ex- 
hibited collectively at the International Caravan Exhibition at Earls 
Court, London, from September 23 to October 3, report that they 
are now concentrating their sales efforts on overseas markets. Buyers 
from more than a dozen overseas countries attended the exhibition 
and it is anticipated that about 20 per cent. of the total production of 
40,000 caravans this year will be exported. Last year, 10 per cent. of 
the total caravan production of 36,500 were sold to overseas markets. 


The National Caravan Council, who, together with the News 
Chronicle, organized the exhibition reported that in 1948 production 
of British caravans was only 3,600. In 10 years the industry has 
increased that production 10 times, and estimated that in 1958 about 
£1,500,000 in foreign currency was earned for Britain. 


The tremendous growth in the cult of caravanning is claimed to be 
one of the phenomena of post-war Britain. Pre-war caravanning was 
the pastime of a few. This year it is estimated that three million 
Britons will have taken a caravan holiday. The large majority of these 
will have been on static sites of which there are more than 3,000 
throughout the country. Touring both at home and abroad is also 
becoming increasingly popular and it is now possible for those who 
own neither a car nor caravan to hire a complete outfit. 


It was announced recently that a new company to manufacture 
caravans in the South African Federation had been formed by Sprite 
Limited, of Newmarket, and their Rhodesian and Nyasaland agent, 
K.M. Distributors. The new company is to be named Sprite K.M. 
(P.V.T.) Ltd., and will manufacture about 400 Sprite caravans a year, 
mainly touring models. In the past 18 months, K.M. Distributors 
have sold £100,000 worth of Sprite caravans to Europeans in Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland. They recently secured a contract for 38 £1,000 
caravans from the Nyasaland Government Roads Department for 
use as mobile quarters for the European supervisors in road building 
projects. 

The National Caravan Council also report that in addition to holiday 
caravanners, there are 250,000 Britons who live permanently in 
caravans all the year round. Demand for permanent caravan residence 
is increasing despite the easing in the shortage of traditional housing. 
Last year, there were a potential 40,000 new recruits to permanent 
caravanning. 


A tour of the exhibition showed that the larger British caravans 
have tended over the past few years to become even bigger and more 
luxurious, until today, the term ‘caravan’ is outmoded and is giving 
way to the term ‘mobile home’. Incorporated as standard in many of 
the mobile homes are full-size baths, flush sanitation, electric light, 
hot and cold water systems, full-size gas or electric cookers, refrigera- 
tors, washing machines and television sets. "Touring caravans on 
view showed that they too have been greatly improved, not only to 
meet the needs of the European market, but also to meet the demands 
of British customers who are increasingly taking their caravans to the 
Continent. Improved couplings, braking systems, better suspension 
and high-speed tyres are now features of many touring models 
enabling them to stand up to the rigours of the high-speed towing 
alowed on Continental roads. In Britain no caravan may be towed at 
more than 30 m.p.h. and the length of the caravan which may be 
towed behind the ordinary car is limited to 22 feet. 


At the other end of the scale, on view were caravans designed to 
fulfil a demand existing for the 500 c.c. motor cycle combination and 
three-wheeler car owners. Following experiments, a vehicle has been 
designed which contains two beiths of foam rubber covered in 
moquette, a toilet compartment or wardrobe, together with sink and 
hotplate. The shell is insulated with fibre glass and piped for calor gas. 
Another miniature type was a ‘tent-on-wheels’, claimed to be the only 
one of its kind on the market. This folding tent trailer, when closed, 
measures six feet six inches by two feet six and has an unladen weight 
of only four cwt. When erected the vehicle gives a floor area of 
13 feet by four feet with head room of six feet six inches at the centre, 
providing sleeping space for four adults. For sleeping, telescopic 
legs are lowered and a sliding extension to the floor is pulled out; the 
tent, the fabric of which is 10-ounce rot-proof canvas, is then erected, 
the whole operation being performed in less than two minutes. 


_ An official of the N.C.C. said at the close of the exhibition: “This 
is our first full-scale venture, and from attendances and orders booked 
at the stands it is the forerunner of what we hope to be a long series’. 
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The Penguin Minor caravan shown here being carried into Earls Court 
weighs only 5 cwt. fully equipped. It is designed to be towed by a 
500 c.c. motorcycle combination or a 3-wheeler car. 





A Year of Constructive Activity at BIM 


THE ANNUAL REPORT (1958/59) of the British Institute of Manage- 
ment, now published, shows that as a result of re-organization and 
‘streamlining’ the Institute has been able to turn an ‘above-the-line’ 
deficit of £30,000 into a surplus of £20,000. 


Closer relations and collaboration with other management and 
professional organizations have been developed, and the Institute, as 
constituent member for the United Kingdom of the International 
Committee for Scientific Research, has provided a continuous link 
with management overseas. The Regional Organization has been 
firmly established and the benefits of this decentralization have 
become apparent in the improvement in communication with industry 
and members throughout the country. 


During the year the Institute published a work on ‘Interfirm Com- 
parison for Management’ and as a result of growing interest in this 
subject on the part of industry, the trade unions and Government 
Departments, the Institute has established, in association with the 
British Productivity Council, a Centre for Interfirm Comparison. 


The Institute has also undertaken responsibility for Group C of the 
British Conference on Automation and Computation (the sociological 
and economic aspects of automation techniques). The development 
of facilities for education and training for management form a large 
part of BIM’s work: the number of technical colleges operating the 
National Scheme of Management Studies administered jointly by the 
BIM, the Ministry of Education and the relevant departments 
covering Scotland and Northern Ireland, has increased from 80 in 


1956 to 104 in 1958. 


The first International Congress of Scientific Management ever 
to be organized in the Pacific Region by CIOS — International 
Committee of Scientific Management — will be held in Australia from 
February 22 to March 4, 1960. Two thousand delegates are expected 
from countries throughout the world. Among them will be Lord 
Verulam, Chairman of the British Institute of Management, 
Management House, 80 Fetter Lane, London, E.C.4 (telephone: 
Holborn 3456), the organization responsible for all aspects of this 
country’s participation in the XII CIOS Congress. It is hoped that 
Lord Baillieu, first President-elect of BIM, will also attend and speak 
at the opening of the Melbourne Session.

European Free Trade Association Base Date Tariffs 


THE STOCKHOLM DRAFT PLAN for a European Free Trade 
Association of the United Kingdom, Austria, Denmark, Norway, 
Portugal, Sweden and Switzerland (published in July 1959 by H.M. 
Stationery Office as Cmnd. 823), proposed that the base date for 
determining the tariff rates to be progressively reduced in accordance 
with the plan should be January 1, 1960. The plan also proposed that 
the tariff rates so determined should be those actually applied on 
that date but recognized that, in certain circumstances, departures 
from this general rule should be allowed. 

Certain goods will, on January 1, 1960, be temporarily exempt 
for duty on importation into the United Kingdom. The goods so 
exempt may be ascertained by reference to the Import Duties (Tempor- 
ary Exemptions) (No. 9) Order, 1959, and to the earlier Orders listed 
in the Second Schedule to that Order. 

The Board of Trade invite all interested parties who wish to have 
further information about the reimposition on imports from the 
member countries of the European Free Trade Association after 
January 1, 1960, of duties temporarily suspended on that date to 
write to Tariff Division, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, 
London, S.W.1, by October 23, 1959. Such requests for information 
should, as far as possible, be related to specific goods as described 
in the Import Duties (Temporary Exemptions) Order referred to 
above. 


Anglo-American Film Agreement Extended 


SiR FRANK LEE, Permanent Secretary, Board of Trade, has ex- 
changed letters with Mr. Eric Johnston of the Motion Picture Export 
Association Inc., and Governor Arnall of the Independent Film 
Producers Export Gorporation, extending the Agreement for a further 
year until September 24, 1960. 

The Agreement limits to $17 million the sums which United States 
companies may remit to America unconditionally out of their annual 
earnings in the United Kingdom. 


World Bank Annual Report 


THE WORLD BANK’S fourteenth annual report now published, 
states that its loans in the past fiscal year amounted to $703 million 
and that its reserves reached a record figure of $420 million. This was 
the second year in succession that the Bank’s lending exceeded 
$700 million, and confirmed the Bank’s belief of a year ago that its 
operations had reached a new plateau. The fiscal year also registered 
new records in the Bank’s disbursements and sales of loans. Net 
income during the year rose by 10 per cent. to a new high level of 
$46°5 million. 

The Report notes that low commodity prices adversely affected the 
trade earnings of many underdeveloped countries during the year. 
On the other hand, the inflow of new capital to the less developed 
countries was well maintained, especially on public account. This 
inflow enabled the less developed countries to continue to finance 
imports and to minimize reductions in their rates of economic growth.

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Hire-Purchase Business Keeps Well Up in August 


ALTHOUGH hire-purchase business fell seasonally in August there 
was little sign of an underlying pause in the pace of new business — 
the drop between July and August was much the same this year as 
last. The check to the growth of debt was, however, sharper than 
might have been expected from the trends of new business, and this 
point is referred to further below. 


The purchase tax reductions of April and the income tax concessions 
which became effective from June onwards seem to have been a 
continuing factor in stimulating hire-purchase business in household 
goods. Hire-purchase and other instalment credit sales of furniture 
shops in August were 47 per cent. up on a year ago, compared with 
45 per cent. in April-July and 36 per cent. in January-March; 
similarly, credit sales of the hardware, etc., group of shops — in which 
demand for television sets, refrigerators and washing machines has 
played an important part — were 73 per cent. up on a year ago in 
August, compared with 75 per cent. in April-July and 44 per cent. 
in January-March. 


A more than seasonal fall in the business of finance houses in new 
cars is almost certainly associated with a drop in deliveries from the 
factories as a result of strikes and retooling for new models in July- 
August. With long waiting lists for many models, however, there 
does not seem to have been a slackening of demand. Apart also from 
a drop in business in farm equipment, probably because of the drought, 
business of finance houses in most other goods — commercial vehicles, 
used cars, motor cycles, etc. —- was well maintained in August. Total 
new business of finance houses in August was 55 per cent. up on a 
year ago, compared with 60 per cent. in April-July and 57 per cent. 
in January-March. 


Growth of Debt 

Hire-purchase and other instalment debt owed to household goods 
shops and finance houses rose by only £14 million in August, com. 
pared with £34 million in July. Debt owed directly to shops rose by 
£6 million, compared with £9 million in July, and to finance houses by 
£8 million, compared with £25 million in July. The check to the 
growth of debt owed to finance houses was sharper than might have 
been expected from the seasonal fall in their new business, even after 
allowing for the more-than-seasonal fall in their business in new cars, 
Reference has been made in earlier articles to month-by-month 
differences between the timing of finance houses’ records of debt and 
their records of new business, and the disparity between the growth 
of debt in August and the amount of new business is probably an 
example of this. 


Outlook for the Autumn : 

A number of factors are likely to keep up hire-purchase business in 
the autumn - rising incomes, the continuing effects ef the Budget 
concessions in income tax and purchase tax, freer deliveries of goods 
which have been in short supply such as passenger cars, and a seasonal 
rise in the buying of household goods which usually dévelops at this 
time of the year. Hire-purchase debt will probably grow in the next 
few months at a higher rate than in August, but since repayments are 
steadily mounting the growth of debt is not likely to be as fast as it 
was in the spring and summer of this year, or at the end of last year 
when hire-purchase controls were first removed. The expected lower 
rate of growth of debt this autumn will represent a moderating in- 
fluence on expenditure, since it implies that borrowing on hire 
purchase, net of repayments, will be less than it was during most of 
this year or at the end of last year.

Textile Design Competitions for 1960 


‘THE TEXTILE INSTITUTE have issued details about the Competitions 
for 1960 in respect of Designs for Yarns, Woven and Knitted Fabrics, 
Carpets and Prints.

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Production of Man-made Fibres in August 


THE man-made fibre industry has continued its recovery; since 
June production has been more than in the corresponding months of 
1957, before the setback in output. In August production was 13 per 
cent. more than two years earlier and 60 per cent. more than August 
last year when output was low. The increase in staple fibre vutput was 
72 per cent. compared with August 1958; continuous filament yar 
was 48 per cent. more. 

In the first eight months of this year output of both continuous 
filament yarn and staple fibre was about 18 per cent. more than a year 
earlier.

New British Standards 


THE FOLLOWING details of new British Standards are announced 
by the British Standards Institution: 


Emulsion Spraying Machines for Roads 


B.S. 3136, issued as a counterpart to B.S. 1707, Hot binder dj. 
tributors for road surface dressing, deals with both mobile and trans. 
portable machines for pressure-spraying emulsions, operated cithe; 
by hand or mechanically. 


Essential characteristics of tanks, feed and distribution systems ar 
also specified. 


An important feature of the standard is a stringent test for the 
uniformity of transverse distribution of emulsions; machines which 
pass this test should be capable of carrying out surface treatment of 
roads both efficiently and economically. The requirements ar 
applicable to both new and used sprayers, and the regular testing of 
machines should result in a high standard of performance in service 
with local authorities and other users. 


The standard nominal capacity for hand sprayers is 50 gallons, and 
for mechanical sprayers, 1,000 gallons. Although other capacities are, 
however, permitted in order to cater for particular needs, the genera 
adoption of these sizes only would lead to lower manufacturing costs 
and easier planning and control of work. Price 4s. 6d. 


Tubular-framed Trolley for School Catering 


Intended for use in kitchens of the schools meals service, the 
‘general-purpose’ trolley specified in this new publication (BS. 
3132) can be used to transport food materials from stove to preparation 
area, prepared dishes to ovens, and cooked food, crockery and cutlery 
between kitchen and dining room. It will also serve as a portable 
service trolley in dining rooms. An obvious advantage resulting from 
such versatility will be a reduction in the total number of trolleys 
needed in any one kitchen. 


Steel framed construction and metal shelves have been specified 
in order to ensure hard wear and long life —thus keeping users’ 
maintenance costs as low as possible. 


There are two adjustable shelves, apart from the fixed shelves at 
top and bottom.

Box and Platform Kitchen Trucks for School Meals Service 


The general-purpose hand-propelled truck dealt with in this new 
British Standard (B.S. 3133) is capable of carrying up to 2} cwt. of 
such items as insulated food containers and sacks of vegetables; this 
type of truck can be constructed on a tubular steel framework with 
either a metal or a timber body. Constructional information on both 
types of bodywork is given in the standard: provision is made for 
painted or galvanized finish where applicable; and for the timber 
parts to be varnished. 


Although developed primarily for the school meals service, the 
type of truck dealt with in this new publication should, however, 


have many other applications in institutions, hospitals and factory 
canteens.

Motor Cars for Czechoslovakia 

It was announced toward the end of September that the Rootes 
Group has received a £250,000 order for 500 Hillman ‘Minx’ de luxe 
saloons, from Motokov, the State organization responsible for the 
import of motor vehicles into Czechoslovakia. £20,000 worth of spare 
parts will also be sent and the Rootes Group mobile school will be 
visiting Czechoslovakia to train mechanics in the proper service and 
maintenance techniques for these Rootes vehicles. Private citizens in 
Czechoslovakia will purchase the cars from Motokov according to a 
priority list and delivery of the cars is expected to start toward the end 
of October. This is the first Czechoslovakian order for cars received 
by the Rootes Group. 


A.E.C. Chassis for Australia 

The British firm of Associated Commercial Vehicles Limited, has 
received an order for 50 A.E.C. ‘Regal IV’ bus chassis from the 
Sydney County Council, one of Australia’s largest users of A.E.C. buses 
and commercial vehicles. The bodies will be constructed by local 
coachbuilders. Sydney’s bus fleet alone includes 750 A.E.C. vehicles, 
mostly double-decker ‘Regents’ and underfloor-engined ‘Regal IV’s’ 
The Council’s roadsweeping and other essential public services are 
also 100 per cent. A.E.C.-operated. 


X-ray Equipment for Australia 

Mullard Equipment Limited have announced that a 4-million 
electron-volt linear accelerator for X-ray treatment of deep-seated 
tumours is being built in England by them for the Cancer Institute 
Board of Victoria. Valued at £60,000, it will be installed at the Board’s 
Peter MacCallum Clinic in Melbourne in mid-1960. Tne contract 
represents the fourth medical linear accelerator to be built by the 
company, the first three having been for United Kingdom hospitals. 
The accelerator will give an X-1ay output more than 10 times greater 
than that of a normal, 250 kilovolt therapy machine, and will enable 
treatments to be given at the rate of 60 a day — about three times the 
number possible with the conventional apparatus. It is mounted on a 
rotatable gantry, enabling the X-ray beam to be directed precisely 
to the diseased area and at the required angle. 


Hydraulic dumpers for Yugoslavia and Greece 

Despite competition from Germany and the United States, E. 
Boydell & Co. Limited of Old Trafford, Manchester, have been asked 
to supply fleets of Muir-Hill 14B 43 cu. yd. hydraulic dumpers, to 
leading public works contractors in both Yugoslavia and Greece. 
In both countries the dumpers will be engaged on disposal work from 
tunnellings in connection with a Government hydro-electric scheme. 
For this reason, each machine is fitted with a quarry-type body and 
a water-quenched exhaust system.

oil refinery at Whitegate, County Cork officially opened on Sep- 
tember 23. This is said to have been the largest insulation contract 
ever carried out in the Irish Republic. The total amount insulated was 
74,845 feet over 12 miles of piping and 50,000 sq. ft. of vessels, 
towers, etc. The piping was insulated with ‘Caposite’ amosite asbestos 
sections, finished with an asbestos based felt. The towers, chimney 
stacks and vessels were insulated with ‘Rocksil’ mattresses and slabs 
and finished with aluminium sheeting. The Cape Asbestos Company 
Limited of London, of which M. A. Boylan Limited are a subsidiary, 
supplied the insulation materials. 


Steelwork Plant Equipment for Poland 

Sir James Farmer Norton & Co. Limited of Salford, despite strong 
Continental competition, has received a substantial order from Poland 
for steelwork plant equipment. An official of the company stated that 
he believed it to be one of the largest orders ever received for this 
particular class of machinery by a British company. 


Steel Plant Equipment for Spain 

An additional sintering plant, the equipment for which costs about 
£500,000, is to be supplied by Head Wrightson Iron & Steel Works 
Engineering Ltd., a subsidiary of Head Wrightson & Co. Ltd., to the 
Aviles works of Empresa Nacional Siderurgica S.A., the Spanish 
national steel company. The new plant will form an extension to the 
existing sinter plant and is designed to produce an additional 10,000 
tons of blast furnace sinter per week. Manufacture of the equipment 
at the company’s works on Teeside is now well in hand and it is 
expected that deliveries will be completed by January 1960 with a 
view to the plant being put into operation some two or three months 
later. The Aviles works of Empresa Nacional Siderurgia S.A. form 
one of the most modern integrated iron and steel works in Europe, 
and Head Wrightson were responsible for the design and construction 
of the iron-making plant, which has now been in operation over two 
years. 


Cable Making Machinery for Finland and Denmark 

Fawcett Preston, the Metal Industries Group’s engineering 
subsidiary, of Bromborough, Cheshire, have secured orders valued at 
almost £30,000 for cable-making machinery for Finland and Denmark. 
The customers are Finska Kabelfabriken Aktiebolag of Helsinki and 
Nordiske Kabel-og Traadfabriker Aktieselskabet, of Copenhagen. 


Coal Mining Equipment for Belgium 

A.P. Fischer Limited of Smethwick, Birmingham, have been 
awarded an overseas contract worth £9,000 for coal cutting equipment. 
The contract, placed by a Belgian coal mining company, follows the 
demonstration by the firm of a new invention (a self-reversing coal 
cutting pick) at the International Inventors’ Exhibition at Brussels in 
March this year. Mr. A. P. Fischer, managing director of the company, 
stated: ‘We won this order because we went to Brussels with our 
invention and showed it to people from all over the world. With 
it we won a gilt medal, which is the second highest class of award at 
the Fair. We hope to get more orders for the equipment which is 
quite revolutionary in its field.’ 


Gas Plant Equipment for India 

A contract has been awarded to Humphreys & Glasgow Limited of 
London, for the supply, erection and commissioning of gas-making 
plant at Bhopal, India. Work is about to start on the contract and it 
will be completed early in 1961. The contract was awarded through 
Associated Electrical Industries, acting as purchasing agents for 
Heavy Electricals Limited, who are constructing a factory for the 
manufacture of heavy electrical machinery at Bhopal, a Government 
of India undertaking. The contract is for a complete small gas works 
to supply blue water gas made from coke for use throughout the 
factory. The gas will be used mainly for heat treatment purposes, but 
some will also be available for domestic purposes. The volume of gas 
produced will be about 1,500,000 cu. ft. per day. The value of the 
contract is approximately {125,00} and was secured against com- 
petition from other firms in the United Kingdom and the Continent. 
Part of the material will be supplied from Indian sources. 
Steel Piping for British Columbia 

South Durham Steel and Iron Company have received an order, 
worth approximately $14 million for the supply of steel pipe and 
sheet piling to British Columbia for the foundation work of the Port 
Mann Bridge. Delivery of all the matertal must be completed by the 
end of the year. 
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A consignment of six- and eight-inch diese! engine-driven pumps 
leaving the works of the manufacturers, Goodenough Pumps Ltd.for 
shipment to Colombia. Seventy to 75 per cent. of the firm’s total pro- 
duction is exported and there are agents in over 70 countries. 


Diesel Generating Seis for Turkey 


Hawker Siddeley Brush International Limited announced on 
September 23, that they have been awarded an order worth over 
£ million by the NATO authorities in Turkey for the supply of 
44 diesel generating sets, totalling 10,000 kW. The diesel engines will 
be manufactured by Mirrlees, Bickerton & Day Limited of Stockport 
and the electrical equipment will be manufactured by the Brush 
Electrical Engineering Co. Ltd., Loughborough. The order was 
obtained in Ankara against extremely keen competition from the 
Continent. 


U.S. Car Order 


American dealers have placed orders worth 15-6 million dollars 
({£5-7 million) with Rootes Motors Inc., United States associated 
company of the British Rootes Group for their new Sunbeam ‘Alpine’ 
sports cars. A Rootes Group spokesman in the United Kingdom said 
this was believed to be the biggest single order for one make of 
imported car ever received from the U.S.A. 


Bandmill for Belgium 


Stenners of Tiverton Limited announced recently that considerable 
interest has been shown in the installation of the first Stenner High 
Speed Bandmill-in Belgium. The installation at the sawmill of Messrs. 
Houthandel Martin Van Oostveldt at Diest was completed in ten days 
by a Stenner service engineer. It is stated that the first tests proved to 
be highly satisfactory on all types of timber. 


More British Buses for Australia 


Leyland Motors Limited, of Leyland, Lancashire, have announced 
a further order from the Department of Government Transport, New 
South Wales, for 50 Leyland Royal Tiger Worldmaster fully auto- 
matic gear change single-deck buses. These vehicles are similar to the 
156 ordered by the Department in 1958, making a total of some 
£1,300,000 invested with Leyland Motors Limited in this type of bus. 
In addition to the fully-automatic gearboxes, the buses will also 
have Leyland automatic centrifugal clutches, so that no clutch pedal 
is required. The new buses will be used in the metropolitan area of 
Sydney and in the city of Newcastle where over 700 Leyland and 
Albion buses are already in service. Leyland chassis now being 
delivered under the previous order are assembled at Leyland’s new 
headquarters’ plant at Footscray, Melbourne. The single-deck bodies 
for the buses will be built in Australia to the Department’s special 
requirements. 


British Socks for the U.S.A. 


D. Byford & Company, of Leicester, has despatched a consignment 
valued at 200,000 dollars (£72,000) to the United States. It comprises 
$0,000 dozen pairs of socks and 250 dozen of men’s knitwear. 
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Cable Testing Equipment for U.S.A. 


An order exceeding $} million has been placed with Ferranti 
Limited by the Anaconda Wire & Cable Company, of Hastings-on- 
Hudson, New York, for what is believed to be the largest high 
voltage a.c. cable testing set yet built by a British manufacturer. ‘The 
order covers the supply of a 14,000 kVA., 250,000 volts a.c. cable 
testing set capable of supplying 55 amps. for approximately two hours. 
A second transformer unit is also included which, when connected in 
cascade, will give an output of 500,000 volts at 6 amps. continuously. 
The equipment will be designed for controlled series resonant opera- 
tion for both 250,000 volts and 500,000 volts by means of con- 
tinuously variable moving coil reactors. Two step-up transformers, 
one feeder transformer, two moving coil reactors and control desk 
comprise the complete equipment. Recently Ferranti Limited 
supplied to Anaconda a 300,000 volts, 2,400 kVA. testing equipment 
for research and development work; the new and much larger equip- 
ment is intended for routine testing of cables. 


British Glass Machine for U.S.A. 


Quickfit & Quartz Limited, of Stone, Staffordshire, announced 
recently that a machine designed in Britain to mass-produce inter- 
changeable laboratory glassware has been sold to an American firm. 
It is a semi-automatic conical-joint grinding machine, designed and 
manufactured by Quickfit & Quartz and has now been delivered to 
Corning Glass Works of America. It is understood that this unit will 
be used in Corning’s Big Flats, New York State, plant where such 
mechanization has not previously been available. 


Finnish Contracts for Adhesives 


A new export order for one of their industrial adhesives has been 
announced by Surridge’s Patents Limited of Beckenham, Kent. 
Known as Holdtite No. 33, the adhesive has been ordered by the 
Finnish company of Wartsila Koncernen A/B of Helsingfors, for use 
in connection with the insulation applied to their icebreakers. ‘The 
firm state that this adhesive was chosen because of its very high 
resistance to moisture and extreme atmospheric temperatures, as 
well as for the exceptional bond that can be obtained. A recent intro- 
duction to the Surridge range of industrial adhesives, Holdtite No. 33 
is said to have already found a wide range of applications. It is expected 
to find many uses in the car, aircraft, shipping and light engineering 
industries, as well as for radio, television and electrical equipment, 
furniture and buildings of all kinds. 


Radio Telephone System between Galway and Athlone 

The Department of Posts and Telegraphs of the Republic of Ire- 
land have awarded to Standard Telephones and Cables Limited a 
contract for the supply and installation of a microwave telephone 
radio link between Galway and Athlone; at Athlone the Galway trunks 
will be interconnected on a through super-group basis to the existing 
S.T.C. coaxial cable system to provide direct Galway-Dublin trunks.

Slow Deliveries 
Impede U.K. Share

worry about. British goods have a reputation for quality in Venezuela, 
and there is no anti-British feeling there. On the contrary, at the 
present time we enjoy more popularity than the Americans, against 
whose Government there does exist some resentment, mainly as a 
rsult of the recently imposed restrictions on the importation of 
Venezuelan oil in the United States, although this feeling is not 
necessarily extended to the individual American exporter. 


Of the factors which prevent our obtaining our share of this market, 
one of the most important is slow delivery. Most Venezuelan importers 
feel uneasy when they place orders with Great Britain, as it is generally 
telieved that British deliveries are unduly protracted. It would be 
unrealistic to deny that they have had good grounds for this belief. 
ltis true that a number of British firms ship with reasonable prompt- 
ness, but too many seem to regard tardiness as normal. Naturally, 
there are often reasons beyond the manufacturer’s control which make 
extended deliveries inevitable; full order books, shortage of labour or 
of raw materials, bottle-necks in production, etc. Nevertheless, 
however good the reason may be, the Venezuelan importer is only 
concerned with the fact that his interests are seriously prejudiced 
when goods arrive at his warehouse many months after he has placed 
an order. 


It is perhaps not very easy for the harrassed export manager in 
England struggling with the many and varied problems inherent 
t0 his job to realize fully the loss and inconvenience caused to the 
irm which has placed an order with his department if delivery is 
unduly protracted. If a Venezuelan firm has placed a stock order in 
January and finds that in November a partial shipment only has been 
made, he has a very legitimate cause for complaint against the suppliers, 
and it is unlikely that he will place further orders with them. He 
placed the order because he needed the goods. Their non-arrival 
within a reasonable length of time means that he is faced with two

sales. The latter inevitably means the loss of customers as well, as 
purchasers do not take kindly to being continually told that the 
importer ‘is out of stock.’ 

All this is so evident that it would hardly seem worth while mention- 
ing, but experience in selling British goods in Venezuela shows clearly 
that manufacturers very often lose sight of the damage done to their 
own and their customers’ interests when they fail to deal promptly 
with an order. 


Competition for a Prosperous Market 


This problem is not peculiar to Venezuelan trade, but the special 
conditions of the market enhance its importance. Venezuelan currency 
is as hard as the dollar and, owing to the prosperity of the country 
as the largest exporter of oil, manufacturers of all industrial nations 
are struggling to increase their sales in this market. Recently, ships 
carrying floating exhibitions of finished products from countries so 
far apart as Japan and Spain visited the port of La Guaira. It is indeed 
extraordinary the number of salesmen, offering products from all 
parts of the world, that the average importer has to interview in the 
course of a day’s work. He has, therefore, no difficulty at all in finding 
an alternative source of supply if his present supplier cannot give 
him the service he requires so far as delivery is concerned. 

Indirectly, the high cost of living in Venezuela — it is probably the 
highest in the world at the present time — makes the question of 
delivery even more important than it would otherwise be. Salaries 
are a most expensive item. A good shorthand typist earns up to £200 
a month, or even more. Employees are entitled by law to a share of 
the profits and a very generous compensation on leaving their employ- 
ment, based on length of service. The natural consequence is that the 
Venezuelan employer endeavours to keep his staff to a minimum. 
This in turn often leads to a certain degree of improvization in the 
order department, with the result that it is not at all easy for the 
importer to foresee his needs for any length of time ahead. This in 
itself is not of great consequence if he can place a rush order with 
reasonable certainty that the goods will arrive within a few weeks. 
It is if he has to wait several months for delivery.

In this respect United States suppliers have an advantage over thy 
British manufacturer. Not only are they situated in the same continent 
but shipping facilities are very much better from the United Statg 
than from Great Britain; in addition, air freight services can oftey 
be used, whereas the cost of air freight from England would in mog 
cases make the landed cost of goods prohibitive. Obviously, th 
advantage possessed by American suppliers can only be offset ; 
British manufacturers will consider Venezuela as a special problem 
and ensure that no orders from this market are held up at any point 
The extra effort would be more than repaid by increased busines 
from Venezuelan customers. 

Slow deliveries are also very discouraging to the men direct 
responsible for sales; the manufacturers’ representative and _ hij 
salesmen. In the streets of most Venezuelan towns there is a constan: 
stream of automobiles at all hours of the day. The congestion is y 
intense that most calls must be made on foot, and walking with a heay 
bag of catalogues and samples under a hot tropical sun is exceeding) 
tiring. The representative in Venezuela is also faced with exorbitay 
overheads, a very short working day in which to make his calls, an 
frequent public holidays. His time is therefore valuable to him. k 
these circumstances the loss of an account owing to extended deliveries, 
which could be avoided, is particularly exasperating. On the othe 
hand, if he feels that he is getting full support from his principak 
and knows that they will not let him down on deliveries, his effort 
on their behalf are bound to be more wholehearted. Putting on on 
side the material consideration of commission, in his character o 
intermediary, full satisfaction can only be experienced if he is able t 
feel that he is selling goods and service which will benefit his customers 
whilst at the same time bringing in profit to his principals. 

It is indeed a pity that at a time when the outlets for British product 
are constantly decreasing for one reason or another, so little advantage 
has been taken of this important dollar market. A British manufacturer 
wishing to enter it should of course ensure that his prices are com: 
petitive, that the presentation of his products is suitable for the market 
and that some descriptive literature in readable Spanish is available. 
Over and above all this, however, he should take pains to maintain 
prompt deliveries. If he does not, he will not only lose accounts a 
fast as he opens them, but will make the task of other British exporter 
to Venezuela more difficult. The very few manufacturers’ represent 
tives here who specialize in British agencies are only too familia 
with the comment: ‘I would be pleased to buy British if deliveries 
were reasonable, but I have been let down too often in the past t 
take any more risks.’

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BELGIUM 
Regulations on Trading in Methyl Alcohol 


NEW REGULATIONS regarding trading in methyl alcohol were 
introduced recently into Belgium and came into force from September 
1, 1959. The main points covered by the regulations are as follows: 


(a) The naming of methyl alcohol according to the method by 
which it has been obtained (whether methylene, methanol or 
denatured methanol) (Art. 1); 

The declaration to the local excise office by the manufacturer 
of methanol, or by the stockist of denatured methanol, for 
re-sale; maintenance of register of sales of quantities exceeding 
10 litres; availability of samples and documents for inspection 
by customs and excise (Art. 2); 

The packing and labelling of denatured methanol (Art. 3); 
The specification of documents accompanying consignments 
of methanol (Arts. 4 and 5); 

The denaturation of methanol and of methylene (Arts. 7-16 
inclusive); 

The authorization to manufacture or hold stocks of methanol 
and methylene (Arts. 17 and 18); 

The export of methanol (Art. 19); 

The annual census of stocks of methylene and methanol by 
the customs and excise authorities (Art. 20).

Regulations for Insecticides Etc. 


A RECENT edition of the Moniteur Belge published the text of a 
Royal Deciee dated July 11, 1959, modifying Royal Decree of May 31, 
1958 (see Board of Trade Journal of October 31, 1958, page 932) which 
regulated the import, the holding of stocks, the use of, and the trade in, 
insecticides, pesticides and phytopharmaceutical products. 


The new Decree came into force on July 12, 1959. 


Among its provisions is a new article 25 bis. under which the 
import of toxic pesticide products for non-phytopharmaceutical 
purposes is subject to prior authorization of the Ministry for Public 
Health and the Family.

Government has also decided to exclude Umbrellas from the Import 
Schedule of the Scheme with immediate effect.

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Changes in Import Licensing Policy 


THE GOVERNMENT of India have announced their import licensing 
policy for the six months commencing October 1. According to 
preliminary reports received from the United Kingdom Trade Com- 
missioner in New Delhi, the main changes show further restrictions 
on imports of goods regarded as less essential or goods of which 
production inside India has increased. Relaxations are notable in 
feld of non-ferrous metals, component parts of machinery and 
number of types of scientific or laboratory instruments. Transfer of 
several types of electrical equipment from quota licensing to actual 
user licensing brings goods of this type into line with arrangements 
for capital goods generally. 


Some of the main changes are as follows (first figure is old quota, 
second new quota): 


Increased quotas: Copper, unwrought, 40 per cent., 75 per cent.; 
copper scrap, 33} per cent., 66§ per cent.; parts of motors, 50 per cent., 
60 per cent.; cinematograph films, not exposed, 60 per cent., 66% per cent.; 
shotographic negative and printing paper, excluding X- -ray films, 25 per 
cent, 334 per cent.; artificial teeth, nil, 10 per cent.; surveying and mathe- 
matical instruments, 50 per cent., 75 per cent.; laboratory balances and 
weights, 20 per cent., 60 per cent.; essential component parts for certain 
types of machinery for jute, hemp and tea industries, electric supply under- 
tukings, and mines and quarries, 50 per cent., 100 per cent.; the newsprint 
quota remains unchanged but provision has been made for additional 
leences against evidence of increased circulation. 

Reduced quotas: Metal working saws, etc., 334 per cent., 20 per cent.; 
lather belting, 20 per cent., 15 per cent.; electric carbons, 100 per cent., 
§0 per cent.; cutlery, 24 per cent., nil; water meters, 30 per cent., nil; 
printing and lithographic material (including machinery), 12 per cent., 
Sper cent. ; certain surgical instruments, 66$ per cent., 40 per cent.; artificial 
sik yarn and thread, 5 per cent., 24 per cent.; quotas have been abolished 
for electric generators, generating sets, industrial exhaust fans, power- 
driven pumps, centrifugal pumps, non-centrifugal pumps, transformers, 
high voltage fuses, switches, switch fuse units, circuit breakers, electric 
control gear and paper insulated cables, but small quotas for spare parts 
in some cases and actual user licensing in others has been substituted. 
New items for which applications from actual users will be considered 
include files and rasps; flame proof fittings for coal industry; ball clay; 
PVC resin powder and sheets. Machine tacks and light cut hand tacks may 
be imported under boot and shoe grindery. The following items are banned 
fom imports: V-link belting; spare parts of jute bobbins; tool bits and fire 
fighting vehicles. Velveteens have been deleted from the list of permissible 
items allowed against licences for cotton fabrics.

CAMBODIA 
New Customs Tariff 


THE BOARD OF TRADE is informed that on August 13, 1959, 
Cambodia adopted a new Customs Tariff using the Brussels classifica- 
tions. The new Tariff retains a preferential rate for certain products 
imported from France. Its major feature, however, is that it recognizes 
two other rates of duty, a minimum rate to be applied to the products 
of the member countiies of the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, and the general rate, fixed at three times the minimum rate, 
plicable to non-members of GATT.

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FORMOSA 
Custom Tariff Revision 


A REVISION of the Formosan Customs Tariff affecting the rate of 
import duty on some hundreds of items took effect on August 15, 


1959.

Rates of duty on all kinds of machinery have been slightly increased. 


It is expected that an English translation of the revised Customs 
Tariff will be published in due course, but no further details are 
available at present. 


Revised Exchange System 


On AuGuST 10 the Formosan Government announced a number 
of changes in the existing system of trade and exchange control. The 
Bank buying rate for the New Taiwan Dollar has now been fixed at 
N.T. $36:°08=U.S. $1 and the Bank selling rate at N.T. $36-38 = 
U.S. $1. 


Prior to August 10 most Formosan importers and recipients of 
remittances from overseas were required to surrender their foreign 
exchange receipts for a cash payment at the former official rate of 

$24-:58=U.S. $1. In addition they received exchange cer- 
tificates to the full nominal value of the foreign currency earned. 
These certificates could be sold to the Bank of Taiwan at the official 
certificate buying rate of N.T. $11:-50=U.S. $1 or sold on the free 
market at the prevailing price, which usually exceeded the official 
buying rate, often by a substantial margin. 


Under the new regulations all exporters and other foreign exchange 
earners must now surrender their total proceeds and may then choose 
between either a cash settlement at the new official buying rate or 
receipt of an exchange certificate. These new certificates are valid for 
180 days, as before, and the Bank of ‘Taiwan is prepared to buy them 
back at the official rate of N.T. $36-08=U.S. $1 at any time during 
their validity. Alternatively, the holders remain free to sell them on 
the open market at the going rate. It is understood that during the first 
few days under the new regulations the open market price for these 
certificates was only slightly higher than the official buying rate. 


As hitherto importers and others willing to make remittances abroad 
must buy foreign exchange certificates on the open market in order to 
acquire the necessary foreign exchange, but no further payment in 
local currency is now required. Government organizations may buy 
foreign exchange from the Bank of Taiwan at the official buying rate 
without surrendering foreign exchange certificates. 


The system of allocating quarterly quotas of foreign exchange for 
certain imports has been discontinued as from August 22 and im- 
porters may now apply for foreign exchange at any time.

THE NORTH BORNEO Government Gazette Supplement of August 15, 
1959, contains a copy of the Customs (Prohibition of Imports) 
(Amendment) (No. 2) Order, 1959, which amends the list of pro- 
hibited imports, published in the Board of Trade Journal of April 24, 
1954 (page 864), by the addition of the following item:

HER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY at Buenos Aires report the following 
irgentine Central Bank Communique of September 17: 


“The Executive Power, by Decree No. 10,812 of September 2, 
suppressed the 40 per cent. surcharge on industrial machinery 
in general not produced in the country with a view to the re- 
equipment of industry. Following upon this, the Directorate of 
the Central Bank, at a meeting held today, resolved to abolish 
the need for prior application for importation of capital goods 
on terms exceeding 180 days (Circular R.C.1, paragraph IV). 
Payments conditions abroad may now therefore be freely 
negotiated between the contracting parties. 


“This franchise does not apply to government bodies who must 
continue with the current procedure of prior application.’ 


The Decree of September 2 was reported in the Board of Trade 
journal, September 18 (page 353), and Central Bank Circular R.C.1 
on January 23, 1959 (page 353). 


Import of Capital Goods on Credit 


ARGENTINE CENTRAL BANK Circular R.C. No. 76 of September 22, 
1959, announces that the Central Bank has decided to exempt private 
firms or persons from the prior authorization which in accordance 
with Section IV of Central Bank Circular R.C. No. 1 (see Board of 
Trade Journal for January 23, 1959, page 226) had to be obtained from 
the Bank before finally concluding the purchase abroad of capital 
goods financed wholly or partly in exchange under credit arrangements 
for a period exceeding 180 days. 


Consequently, the rule contained in the aforementioned Section IV 
§ maintained only for the respective operations to be carried out by 
ficial departments dependent on the national, provincial and 
municipal public administration and their autonomous entities. 


No Deposits for Some Commercial Samples 


THE MANAGING BOARD of the International Exchange Commission 
wreed at their Session No. 538, on August 26, 1959, that the Chilean 
Customs should be allowed to pe:mit the import without a prior 
deposit having been lodged or foreign exchange granted, of samples 
of no commercial value of goods or aiticles intended as models for 
Chilean industry to copy or test before contracting to produce under 
licence. The value of such samples must not exceed U.S.$250 c.i.f. 


For samples exceeding U.S.$250 in value, a deposit of 150 per 
ent. of the c.i.f. value is to be lodged, if the deposit rate for the 
commercial importation of these articles is equal to or higher than 
80 per cent. The Commission’s express approval is, however, 
required for each import. 


Samples of medicaments are not subject to prior deposits of any 
tind whatever their value. To obtain this concession, the Chilean 
mporter must prove that he is a bona fide manufacturer registered
